In February, 1961, a radiotelegram was received stating that a Goanese 
seaman aboard a liner calling at Brixham for a London Pilot had a macular rast 
suspected of being Smallpox. Laboratory tests carried out on medical specimer 
landed at Brixham and sent by special messenger to the Central Public Health 
Laboratory at Colindale, London, proved negative to smallpox. Medical Office 
from the Port of London Health Authority boarded the liner at Brixham and the 
Ship's Surgeon had arranged vaccination and re-vaccination or passengers and 
crew. Purely as a precaution no mail from this liner was landed at Brixham 
and the crew of the Pilot Cutter were re-vaccinated beforehand. 


I wish to express my thanks to the Public Health Inspector for his 
assistance, and to the Officers of H.M. Customs, the Harbour Master and 
the local shipping agents for their co-operation in compiling this report.
